CORRESPONDENCE 


To THE EpITor: 

As there has been so much confusion relative to the Iowa session laws, a 
statement in regard to them may be of interest to librarians and those who make 
use of the statute laws of the various states. 

The legislature of Iowa, at the regular session of 1915, adopted an innovation 
by discontinuing the publication of the session laws (except joint resolutions and 
appropriation acts), and authorized instead the publication of the Supplemental 
Supplement to the code. The Supplemental Supplement proved satisfactory so far 
as the compiled laws were concerned but the discontinuance of the session laws 
caused so much inconvenience that the next legislature restored their publication 
and authorized the issuance of the laws of 1917 in regular form, bound in boards, 
and fixed the price of sale at $1.00 per copy to non-residents of the State. Pro- 
vision was also made for the publication of the session laws of 1915. Both edi- 
tions were limited. The 1917 edition was soon exhausted. There is still a good 
supply of the 1915 edition at $1.00 per copy.

A RARE LAW MAGAZINE FOUND 


The discovery of a copy of a very rare law magazine in the State Library a 
few days ago will be of interest to bibliographers and members of the local bar, 
In July, 1866, members of the Albany bar started the publication of a law maga- 
zine which they called the “Law Review.” It was to have been a quarterly, but 
was discontinued after the first number appeared. Weed, Parsons & Company, of 
Albany, were the publishers. The copies printed seemed to have quickly disap- 
peared, and for the last forty years it has been believed that but one copy was in 
existence. This was in the library of the late Nathaniel C. Moak, one of Albany's 
most prominent attorneys of former days, and the owner of one of the largest private 
law libraries in the country. Mr. Moak’s library was purchased at his death by Cor- 
nell University and his copy of the “Law Review” passed with it to the Law Li- 
brary of that institution. An annotation on the cover states: “Only number be- 
lieved to be in existence.” John T. Fitzpatrick, Law Librarian of the State Li- 
brary, in the hope that another copy might still exist without the knowledge of the 
owner, has been searching through the libraries of older Albany attorneys. His 
labors were rewarded a few days ago when he discovered among some miscellane- 
ous law pamphlets that had been given to the State Library by the Albany Law 
school recently, a second copy. It is in fairly good condition, with paper covers, 
and the leaves still uncut. It is desiginated Vol. 1, No. 1, and contains 128 pages. 
It consists of an introduction and five articles, all unsigned except two, which were 
written by Joel Tiffany, who was State Reporter at that time.
